adherents miiat be fruatrated . No opportunity should be missed 
to exploit through counterintelligence techniques the 
organissational and personal conflicts of the lendcrahips of the 
groups and where possible an effort should be made to capitalisse 
upon existing conflicts between competing black nationalist 
organizations. When an opportunity is apparent to disrupt or 
neutralize black nationalist, hate-type organizations through the 
cooperation of established local news media contacts or through 
such contact with sources available to the Seat of Government, 
in every instance careful attention must be given to the proposal 
to insure the targeted group is disrupted, ridiculed, or 
discredited through the publicity and not merely publicized. 
Consideration should be given to teciiniques to preclude violence- 
prone or rabble roitoer leaders of hate groups from spreading their 
philosophy publicly or through various mass communication media. 

Many individuals currently active in black nationalist 
organizations have backgrounds of inunoi'ality, subversive activity, 
and criminal records. Through your investigation of key agitators 
you shovtld endeavor to establish their unsavory backg.rouiulSp 
Be alert to determine evidence of misappropriation of funds or 
other types of personal misconduct on the part of militant 
nationalist leaders so any practical or warranted counter- 
intelligence ixuxy be instituted. 

Intensified attention under this program should be 
afforded to the activities of such groups as the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Cemmittee, the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference, Revolutionary Action Plovcment, the 
Deacons for Defense and Justice, Congress of Racial Equality, 
and the Nation of Islam. Particular emphasis should be given to 
extremists who dii’ect the ac,tivlties and policies of 
revolutionary or militant groups such as Stokeiy Carmichael, 

U. "Rap** l£rown, Elijah Muhmamad, and Maxwell Stanford. 

At this time the Bureau is setting up no requirement 
for status letters to be periodically submitted under this 
program. It will be incumbent upon you to insure the program 
is being afforded necessary and continuing attention and that 
no opportunities will bo overlooked for counterintelligence 
action.

Inforaation has recently been received by the 
Bureau from top echelon sources indicating that in certain of 
the nation's largest urban centers there is an increasing 
amount of friction betvjesn the elements of organized crime 
and proponents of "Black Povier" extremism. 

It was further reported that in December, 1967 , 
individuals referred to as ^'Black Muslims" in the Newark 
area v;ere shaking down the white numbers operators in a 
predominantly Negro area of Newark in return for "protection", 
and that the Italian mob members who control the numbers 
operators have been Ignoring this problem while the numbers 
operators bear the expense of the shakedown. It was pointed 
out that this problem is growing more and more serious 
and unless the "mob" moves in to combat this problem, the ' 
numbers operators will have to give up their territory. 

The above information suggests that there may be 
a similar pattern of activity emerging in other areas and 
that we should be continually alert for this possibility. 

The past performance of La Cosa Nostra Indicates 
that any attempts to reduce their lucrative income from 
organized gambling may be met with force. In view of the 
violent nature of certain "Black Power" advocates, considera- 
tion should be given to the possibility that gangland strife 
may erupt between these two groups. 
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In the eveno situations arise involving conflicts 
between La Cosa Nostra or other organized criminal groups 
and "Black Power" extremists, we are expected to have 
informant coverage that will enable us to be currently and 
completely Informed regarding developments. 

All Agents are therefore Instructed to be alert 
for a possible strife between the above mentioned groups; and 
during their contacts with informants discuss this possibility 
with them.

Each of the above offices was to designate a 
Special Agent to coordinate this program. Replies to this 
letter Indicated an interest in counterintelligence against 
militant black nationalist groups that foment violence and 
several offices outlined procedures which had been effective 
in the past. For example, Washington Field Office had 
furnished information about a new Nation of Islam (NOI) 
grade school to appropriate authorities in the District 
of Columbia who investigated to determine if the school 
conformed to District regulations for private schools. In 
the process WFO obtained background information on the parents 
*of each pupil. 

The Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM) , a pro- 
Chinese communist group, was active in Philadelphia, Pa., 
in the summer of 1967. The Philadelphia Office alerted 
local police, who then put RAM leaders under close scrutiny. 

They were arrested oB every possible charge until they could 
no longer make bail. As a result, RAM leaders spent :uiost of the 
summer in Jail and no violence traceable to RAM took place. 


The Counterintelligence Program is now being 
expanded to include 41 ofBLces. Each of the offices added 
to this program should designate an Agent familiar with black

nationalist activity, and Interested In counterintelligence, 
to coordinate this program. This Agent will be responsll>le 
for the periodic progress letters being requested, but each 
Agent working this type of case should participate In the 
formulation of counterintelligence operations. 

GOALS 


For maximum effectiveness of the Counterintelligence 
Program, and to prevent wasted effort, long-range goals are 
being set. 

1. Prevent the eeslitlon of militant black 
nationalist groups. In unity there Is strength; a truism 
that Is no less valid for all its triteness. An effective 
coalition of black nationalist groups night be the first 
step toward a real "Mau Hau" In America, the beginning of 
a true black revolution. 

2. Prevent the rise of a "messlah” who could 
unify, and electrify, the militant niacK nationalist movement. 
Malcolm X might have been such a 'Messiah;" he Is the martyr 
of the movement today. Martin Luther King, Stokely Carmichael 
and Elijah Muhammed all aspire to this position. Elijah 
Muhammed is less of a threat because of bis age. King could 
be a very real contender for this position should he abandon 
his supposed "obedience** to "white, liberal doctrines" 
(nonviolence) and embrace black nationalism. Carmichael 

has the necessary charisma to be a real threat in this way. 

3. _ Prevent violence on the part of black 
nationalist groups. This is of primary importance, and is, 
of course, a goal of our investigative activity; it should 
also be a goal of the Counterintelligence Program. Through 
counterintelligence it should be possible to pinpoint potential 
troublemakers and neukalize them before they exercise their 
potential for violence. 

4. Prevent militant black nationalist groups and 
leaders from gaining respectability, by discrediting them 
to three separate segments of the community. The goal of 
discrediting black nationalisis must be handled tactically 
in three ways. Tou must discredit these groups and 
individuals to, first, the responsible Negro community. 

Second, they must be discredited to the white community,

both the responsible coamunity and to "liberals" who have 
vestiges of sympathy for militant black nationalist simply 
because they are Negroes. Third, these groups must be 
discredited in the eyes of Negro radicals, the followers 
of the movement. This last area requires entirely different 
tactics from the first two. Publicity about violent tendencies 
and radical statements merely enhances black nationalists 
to the last group; it adds "respectability" in a different 
way. 

5. A final goal should be to prevent the long- 
range growth of militant black nationalist organizations, 
especially among youth. Specific tactics to prevent these 
groups from converting young people must be developed. 

Besides these five goals counterintelligence is 
a valuable part of our regular investigative program as it 
often produces positive Information. 

TARGETS 


Primary targets of the Counterintelligence Program, 
Black Nationalist-Hate Groups, should be the most violent 
and radical groups and their leaders. We should emphasize 
those leaders and organizations that are nationwide in scope 
and are most capable of disrupting this country. These 
targets should include the radical and violence-prone 
leaders, members, and followers of the: 

Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) 
Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) 
Revolutionary Action Movement (RAH) 

Nation of Islam (NOI) 

Offices handling these cases and those of Stoke ly 
Carmichael of SNCC, H. Rap Brown of SNCC, Martin Luther King 
of SCLC, Maxwell Stanford of RAM, and Elijah Muhammed of 
NOI, should be alert for counterintelligence suggestions. 

INSTRUCTIONS 


Within 30 days of the date of this letter each office 

should: 

1. Advise the Bureau of the identity of the Special 
Agent assigned to coordinate this program.

2. Submit a very succinct summary of the black 

nationalist movement in the field office territory. Include • 
name, number of members and degree of activity of each black 
nationalist group. Also state your estimate of each grouffe 
propensity for violence. This is for target evaluation only, 
not for record purposes. Second, list Rabble-Rouser Index 
subjects who are militant black nationalists and any other 
militant black na‘f:ionalist leaders who might be future 
targets of counterintelligence action because of their pro- 
pensity for violence. Include a minimum of background 
sRoufS^'suflFice person listed; a few descriptive sentences 

3. List those organizations and individuals 
you consider of such potential danger as to be considered 
for current counterintelligence action. Briefly Justify 
each target. 


4. Submit any suggestion you have for overall 
counterintelligence action or the administration of this 
program. Suggestions for action against any specific 
target should be submitted by separate letter. 

5. Submit, by separate letter, suggestions for 
counterintelligence action against the targets previously 
listed as field-wide. These should not be general, such 

' as "publicize Stokely Carmichael's travel to communist 
countries," but should be specific as to target, what is 
to be done, what contacts are to be used, and all other 
information needed for the Bureau to approve a counter- 
intelligence operation. 

Thereafter, on a ninety .day basis, each office 
is to submit a progress letter summarizing counterintelligence 
operations proposed during the period, operations effected, 
and tangible results. Any changes in the overall black 
nationalist movement should be summarized in this letter. 

This should include new organizations, new leaders, and any 
changes in data listed under number two above. Suggestions 
for counterintelligence operations should not be set out 
in this progress letter. Use the following captions: 

1. Operations Under Consideration, 2. Operations 
Being Effected, 3. Tangible Results, and 4. Develoiments 
of Counterintelligence Interest. These 90 -^ay progress 
letters are due at the Bureau the first day of March, June, 
September, and December, excepting March, 1968.

The Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC) has recently opened an office in Baltimore, Maryland, 
in connection vrith the proposed march on Washington by 
SCLC. A racial source of this office has advised that 
prominently displayed in the office are photographs of 
MARTIN LUTHER KING, fMUHAMMED ALI^snd CASIUS CLAY. Copies 
of the publication " Mohammed Speaks" and other literature 
of the National of Isliun (NOI) are available in this office . 
Additionally, there is indlcailon that a representative of 
the NOI in Baltimore has been in contact with SCLC represen- 
tatives here. 

It is recalled that in 1966, KINO and ELIJAH 
MUHAMMED were not able to resolve their differences at a 
widely publized meeting of the two.

At the present time, the SCLC is making very poor 
progress in either .getting organized, finding sufficient 
people with funds to back the project, and in general 
finding enough residents in Baltimore to go along with the 
idea of such a march. Again according to our source, the 
leaders of the SCLC here are talking of picking a particu- 
lar area of the City of Baltimore and concentrating on that 
area to gain support with the thought that thereafter to 
spread to other parts of the city.

This, of 
course^ would raise a <iaestien as to the sincerity of SIHG*s 
current statements that the W59 is to be based on nonviolent 
technigtues because the position of the 1701 toward the white 
Ban Is basically one of annihilation. 

While SIRG is curSently seeking the cooperation of 
other organizations to assist with SClx:*s WSP he has shown no 
willingness to use SCLC to assist any other organization. 

- . In effort to finance the WSP, SCLC plans to seek 
financial contributions from Hegro churches. Bstablishing 
the thought of an alliance wlthtthe NOI which is opposed to 
Christianity may well dlstcoorage a favorable reaction on the 
part of soiae Negro churches. 

It is felt SING’S reaction to the proposed technique 
would be positive for count eridolllgence purposes. KING 
considers himself a devoteeif the nonviolent philosophies 
of the late ISASATEA GANDHI. To publicly align him and/or SCLC 
with the NOI should trouble him on this basis. It is 
further c^aoeiyable that NUHAMNAD may see fit to respond to this 
publicly which should eabarrass KING farther. 

On 3yi4/68 Foi^c^) - <D)d dviSGd' HALPS D. AB^KATHY, 

Vice President and Treasurer, SCLC, had recently cossiented 
he felt the SCltC staff employees assigned to Baltiaore for 
WSP recruitstent were Ineaperionced and not taking advantage 
of opportunities available to them (not explained). 7%ls 
Bight indicate a current weakness in the SCLC organization in 
Baltimore and that the proposed technique is timely.

In reaction to these reioarks publicly, KIliG 
glossed over this criticism and to some degree capitalized on it, 
indicating that in his efforts to build unified support for the 
cause of the Ifegro, he was in contact with all figments of Kegro 
opinion. Indeed, as recently as 8/67, MUHilSMAO indicated a desire 
to again meet with SXBG to discuss tlw unity of the Hegro. 

As the Buresui and Atlanta are aware, KXBG and CA^XUS 
CIA7 were in personal contact in iouisville, SSentisBhy, in 5/67, 
in the course of open housing deioonstrations held under 8CXI2 
auspices. A Chics^ HQX source ims advised that the meetiog vsls 
not pre-arranged, bul^ rei»iited from the fac t tha t toth KING and 
ClAT were In Louisville at the same time. HEBBSRT MOHiMMiD, eon 
of ELUAHg^ desired to enlist KXSG*s support for ClAY in his 
resistance to the draft and arranged this mating, which was 
characterized as full of Jo&iag and horseplay. 


In subsequent newspaper publicity concerning this meetli^, 
SXm was quoted as having prised CXAY for his refusal to be 
iinhasted into the armed forces, coqplii^ this reference to attacks 
on our policy in VlotKam. The BOX publication **Mul»aigad Speaks*' 
was one of the papers which contained KXBG*e favorable xeaaxks, 
includii^ a coimaBat that OlAT had given up $1,000,000 in order 
to stand up for nduit his cotusience dictated as right. 



In short it would appear generally to be true that 
contact between SXBG ami the HOE is not a heretofore unknovn happenii^ 
and it would appear that any eff<urt to utlllza this situation in 
Baltime nosst indicate more than casual a^moiations or contacts, 
but order to eobarrass or inhibit efforts should indicate a 
close workii^ relationsliip or parfeM^tjaBhip between the two groups. 

Xt slaiuld be kept in mind al«>, however, that as the 
above sources note, although CXA7 is nationally known for his 
adheranee to the BOX, be is alto tomewhat ui^veritolly acclaimed 
and enbreced Ibf most groups within the Black Bationolist Movement, 
CGSB and SSCC as esaagiles, as well as the black community generally 
and has aehietod tojoewhat the status of a martyred black folk hero.

The como»nts> as set out in referenced Atlanta 
and Chicago airtels, have been carefully revieined by this 
office. This office does have a completely cooperative 
and reliable neiifspaper source vho could be contacted to 
publicize the situation as discussed in referenced commun- 
ications. 


However^ at this time Baltimore does not recommend 
such a contact for the purpose of a netvspaper article. The 
Washington Spring Project has been making little headway here 
in Baltimore. There Is an office that functions^ but the 
office is not being operated very effectively. Prom our 
sources, as well as the Police Department in ^Baltimore, the 
entire project teis simply not been making any headway. For 
this reeuton. It Is felt that at this tln» it would not be 
desirable to give KINO end the Washington Spring Project 
any publicity of any kind which might reflect reaction In 
his favor. Baltimore, therefore, recommends that this 
possibility be kept in mind and if at a later date, the 
Washington Spring Project does get off the ground, then 
consideration would be given to the suggestions as set out 
in these referenced communications.

Sources of tMLs office connected with the 
Waahinston Spring Project (WSP) in Baltimore have indicated 
that the NS? has not gotten ofr the ground yet. These 
sources have reported in general terms that it was their 
Impression that one of the reasons for this failure to make 
ade(|uate pr^ress is the lack of assurance of MARTIN LUTHER 
KING in particular^ that if any arrests are made during ' 
the project, bally money and attorneys will be promptly 
furnished. This was confimnd by the Intelligence unit 
of the Baltimore City Police department. 

More specifically, a source reported that the 
head of the National Association For The Advancement of 
Colored People hei« in Baltimore contacted the NSP with 
this specific question in mind. No adequate assurance 
was given by the NSP office. 

It is not known by Baltimore that this is a 
unique situation for this office. It is suggested that 
if a similar situation exists in other divisions that some 
consideration be given for a counterintelligence operation.

2. laie black nationalist movement in the territory 
of the Baltimore Office consists of the following: 


The Cambridge Black Action Federation (CBAF) 

\i&s organised in 9/6? at the suggestion of General G^RGE 
GELSTON, Adjutant General^ Maryland National Guard, when he 
lias contacted by a group of Cambridge, Maryland, Negroes who 
desired a way to mke public the grievances of the Negro 
community in Cambridge. It is a local group with no national 
affiliations, and there are no membership requirements. 

It is estimated that there are only about 15 persons who are 
actually considered members, but it presumes to speak for the 
Negro community in Cambridge. It maintains contact with civil 
rights groups both in Baltimore and Washington, D. C. Some 
persons associated with this organization were known to possess 
shotguns and rifles used during riots in 7/67, according to 
caiief of Police in Cambridge. The persons associated with this 
group were apparently active in those riots. 


*nie Civic Interest Group (CIG), Baltimore, 

Maryland, was originally an organization of students and other 
persons who were active in legitimate civil rights activity 
in the Baltimore area. However, within the past few years the

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name Civic Interest Group is being used by approximately 7 
or 8 individuals led by VERKOH (TIM) COMAY. According to 
I FoiA(b)(7) - (D) [ this is not a membership organization and 
publicity put out by C50MAY greatly exaggerates the alleged 
number of members of the organization. The persons 
associated with the CIG are currently working closely with 
representatives of the Southern Christian Leadei*ship 
Conference (SCLC);, who are orga nizing the Washin gton Spring 
Project in \ the Baltimore area. | FoiA(b) (7> - (d> J advised that 
the CIO is used primarily by COmAfi, members of his family, 
and several other people to pressure local authorities for 
funds to pursue anti-poverty projects which are beneficial 
to the COMAYS.* One individual associated with this group 
at the Black Power Conference in IO /67 suggested that black 
people arm themselves and be prepared to die. Ihls group 
has not been involved in any racial disturbances as far as is 
known . 

The Nation of Islam (KOI) has Temple #6 at 
Baltimore, Maryland, and Temple #35 at Wilmington, Delaware. 

Both temples follow the teachings and directives of ELIJAH 
MUHAMMEO. Temple #6 has an estimated 200 members; Temple 
#35 has an estimated ^5 members. Persons associated with these 
groups have not been engaged in any acts of violence and are 
not known to possess any weapons nor have they participated 
in. racial disturbances. The head of Temple #6 is CLYDE X, JOKES 
aka CLYDE X. BAHAMAK. The leader of Temple #35 is Minister 
CAHL X. HARDEN. 

The Student Won-Violent Coordinating Committee 
(SNCC) recently opened an office in the ^iOO block of East 
North Avenue, Baltimore, Maryland, which is headed by ROBERT 
B, MOORE. MOORE is originally from Baltimore and several 
years ago was active in Union for Jobs or Income Now (U-JOIN), 
the Baltimore community action arm of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS). MOORE was one' of the speakers at meetings 
held at Morgan State College in 3/68, the day before the college 
was closed down for two days due to student demands. 

j‘.’w 
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The principal organization connected with the student 
demands at Morgan State College was the Society of Afro- 
American Students (SAAB), a newly formed group of about 25 
students of Morgan State College, which according to sources 
was apparently formed with the advice of ROBERT MOORE. 

The most active black nationalist group in the 
Baltimore area is the Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) 

Target City Project. In the spring of i960 a group of persons 
on the national staff of CORE came to the Baltimore area and 
took over the direction of civil rights activity which had 
been originally started by the local CORE chapter. This group 
called themselves the Baltimore Target City Project. As a 
result of their activity, the great bulk of the local CORE 
chapter severed their connection with CORE and formed a new 
organization which they called the Activists for Fair Housing. 
They are now known as the Activists, Incorporated. Persons 
associated with the CORE Target City Project have directed 
or participated in practically all civil rights activities 
in the Baltimore area, and they were also connected with the 
activities in Cambridge which resulted in riots there. A 
number of the activities of the CORE Target City Project 
in Baltimore have resulted in arrests and in some cases of 
persons associated with the CORE Target City Project being 
charged with inciting to riot. Several persons associated 
with CORE who have been more outspoken in favor of violence 
than suited the CORE National Office have apparently been 
discouraged from participating in CORE activities. 

Recently information has been received reflecting 
that a school called the "Soul School" has been organized by 
two individuals reported to be VISTA workers, LESTER VALLEY 
and ALLEN NESBITT. MILLARD DONOVAN DIXON and BENJMIN MC MILLAN, 
two local individuals who worked closely with the CORE I^rget 
City Project, are now associated with the Soul School. Both 
of these individuals were censured in the latter part of 1967 
because of their advocacy of violence in a local CORE public- 
ation, and it now appears that they are no longer associated 
with CORE.

In early February 1968, several representatives of 
the national Office of the SCLC opened up an office at 6o4 
West Mosher Street^ Baltimore, Maryland, from which is being 
or^nized the Washington Spring Project, which is also referred 
to as the Poor People's Campaign. Members of the CIO have 
been working closely with these people, but all elements of the 
Regro community in the Baltimore area are being contacted by 
the SCLC representatives. 

The black militant nationalists who are currently 
on the Agitator Index of the Baltimore Office are as follows: 

LEMUEL DAR13ELL CHESTER, JB., a 20 year old fifegro 
resident of Cambridge and the leader of the CBAF. CHESTER is 
currently awaiting trial for inciting to riot at Cambridge, 

Maryland . 

OAHIEL W, OAHT, a 3^ year old Hegro, who is currently 
director of the CORE Target City Project at Baltimore and who 
has for a number of years been a member of the staff of 
national CORE. OAHT has led numerous civil rights demonstrations 
in the Baltimore area. He is an intense effective speaker who 
has specifically advocated violence if necessary to obtain 
civil rights objectives. 

STUART HORMAN WECHSLER is a 25 year^'v old white man, 
who is currently Assistant Project Director of the CORE Target 
City Project and has been for a number of years a national 
staff member of CORE. He has led numerous demonstrations in 
Baltimore and has been charged with inciting to riot both in 
Cambridge, Maryland, and in Baltimore, Maryland. 

3. The following are organizations and individuals 
whom it is believed should be considered for current counter- 
intelligence action: 

l^e CBAF in the event it again becomes active, because 
of past activities of its leaders, LEMUEL DARRELL CHESTER, JR. 
and ELAIRE SAMPSOR ADAMS. 

The CIO because of the propensity of its leaders to seize 
opportunities for their own gain in connection with civil 
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rights activities. The principal individuals who should he 
considered in connection with this group are its Director 
VERBOB COHVAY and its CSiairman JAMES PBETTYMAN. 

CORE Baltimore Target City Project and its 
leaders DABIEL W. OABT and STUART HORMAB WECHSLER because 
of their activities in the past. 

SHCC and its Baltimore leader ROBERT B. MOORE 
because of the past activities of national SHCC leaders in 
advocating and inciting violence. 

The Soul School and the four persons mentioned 
above as being associated with it because of the known 
propensity for violence of DIXON and MC MILLAN and because 
local police suspect it of activities less innocent than the 
teaching of Negro history and culture. 

The SAAS in the event it continues activities of a 
disruptive nature at Morgan State College because of its 
apparent connection with SNCC.

The fine job of 
interviewing and editing done by the news people involved 
was also most important. 

Each office should be alert to the possibility 
of using this technique.

In the latter part of August, I968, several members 
/ of the Black Panther Party (BPP) from New York City came to 
Baltimore for the purpose of initiating a Baltimore unit 
/. of the BPP. LLOYD PHILIP SIMON, a young Negro, was allegedly 
/ appointed to head the BPP in the Baltimore area. SIMON and 
/ . all but one of the individuals from New York City were 
/ subsequently arrested in connection with their activity 
/ involving the fire bombing of the Supreme Pood Market in 
the Cherry Hill area of Baltimore, Maryland. The arrest 
/' of SIMON effectively nullified his activities in this 

respect. However, WILLIAM GREEN, also known as Shotgun 
Green, a leader of the Soul School in Baltimore, assumed 
the leadership of the BPP unit in Baltimore and continued 
recruiting activities in the Soul School. At one meeting. 
Informants reported that GREEN stated that any BPP member 
who permitted himself, or another blackman to be arrested, 
by a police officer in his presence, without attempting to kill 
. the officer, should not return to the BPP. 

The information concerning GREEN’S statement 
was conveyed to the Baltimore, Maryland Police Department 
and on September 26, 1968, GREEN was arrested by the 
Baltimore City Police Department on outstanding traffic 
warrants and upon search it was found that he had marihuana 
in his possession. With C9REEN, ,at the time of his arrest.

Ttic decpaning schij^^^itnin ths Negro community over tactics 
gods, gleefully fostered S^clistorled by insensitive and irresponsible new^ 
medio, is heodeo' toward a major intornol crisis reejuiring eocli of os to stand 
up and be counted. Differences among black folk in this country ore not 
nev/, but a new ingredient has been added — the attempt by o small minority 
of bIcKk extremists to force compliance with its views and tactics. This 
nihilistre minori^/ professes dlsdoin for all "white" values while ot the same 
time invoking ond utilizing, cs instruments, of controversy, the worst prac- 
tices of the most benighted stratum of white society, to wit, obscene name- 
calling, threats, intimidotion, suppression of opposing views and violence. 

Tf^e emergence of this swaggering band of black extremists demand- 
ing abandonment of democratic methods and gods and a reversal of the 
trend tdward integrotion must be i)iet head-on by the vast majority of 
Negroes' who reject the minority's tactics and goals. To bo sure, the new 
mood has been generated by white America's historic racism. In torn, the 
new black mood nurtures further white rocism. 

Compaigning in New York City lost month, Senofor Edmund S. Muskie, 
the Democratic nominee for Vice President, challenged responsible people 
of both roces to speak op. "\Ve most break through the terrible cycle of 
oction and reaction, assault and counter-ossault, hatred and response to 
hatred," he said. / 

"The only way to break, this vicious cycle," Senator Muskie continued, 
''Is for the moderotes in bolh communities to cope with the merchants of 
hate ond violence v/ithin their own .ranks. To dole, the moderotes — both 
block and white — have been too silent." / ■ .... 

On our part, es on the port of while folk, there is urgent need for 
strong and unequivocal re-ofhrmation of our commitment to the democratic 


processes as d means of attaining, here in our homeland, full, equal and 
unfettered rights for Americo's 22,000,000 black folk. This means a repu- 
diation of the nihilism of the extremists who ore shrilly and insistently 
espousing apartheid; racism, including anti-Semitism; intimidation and vio- 
lence. 

A\ost fatuous of the extremists' exhortations is the call for "black revolu- 
tion" — the seizure of power by the Negro minority. Any revolution remotely 
possible in this country at this time would not be one that advances the 
position and cause of Negroes. Rather it would be a revolution of the Right 
suppressing not only the block community but also curtailing the basic 
liberties of the total society. 

Repeoted surveys and polls by rcpufoble and impartial opinion testers 
show that this minority misrepresents the true views and ospirations of the 
majority of the nation's Negro populolion. A September, 1963, survey by 
the Columbia Broadcasting System found that the "great majority of 
Negroes still want integration and want to achieve equality through legal 
means. Only a very small minority of Negroes approve of violent tactics, 
nine out o* ten in the survey expressing disapproval of violence to achieve 
equality." 

Notwithstanding the evidence that the Negro masses remain com- 
mitted to the program and toctics which hove brought substantial gains 
In the struggle for equality, the voices v/ithin the Negro community which 
publicly express this majority view have been few and, often, lonely. 
Partly this has been because of a tendency on the pert of the news media 
to by-pass spokesmen for the majority and to project the minority spokes- 
men os the authentic voices of the Negro community. There is the odditional 
factor that responsible leaders who speck out against the extremists have 
been subjected to threots of violence. Moreover, Negro leod.-jrs have frodi- 
tionolly been reluctant to spook cut publicly in opposition to ciher black 
spokesmen. 

But the time has come for speaking out loud and clear lest the entire 
race be branded os hate-rnongers, segregationists, advocates of violence, 
and worse. The silent majori^/ must let its viev/s be k.nown not merely in polls 
but also in print, on the rostrum, and via radio and television. The time 
for silence or muted voices is past. The extremists must bo answered promptly

When KOEN returned to the area, he took up residence 
in E. St. Louis, Illinois, and had no apparent contact with the 
Black Liberators. Finally KOEN ccune to St. Louis on 1/31/69^ | 

and at a joint press conference with DENT, announced he was i! 

resigning as Black Liberator Prime Minister. According to the 
announcements, DENT replaced KOEN in that position, and YUSUFF 
SHABAZZ ( a Black Liberator that KOEN x^ver trustddl would 
become the #2 man in the Black Liberators. 

4. Develbiaaents of Counterintelligence Interest 

^ As the Bureau is aware, a local dissident group of 
CORE called ACTION is drawing close to the Black Liberators. , 

Action publishes a newspaper every two weeks and ten copies of / 

it are furnished the ^reau under the caption: "BLACK NATIONALIST i 
MOVEMENT - PUBLICATIONS RM" BuXlle 157^580. While the 
newspaper has relatively little circulation and interest in the 
Black community, it can be expected to improve its stature. At i 
present the newspaper promotes racial hatred and attempts to 
direct all Negro complaints in the direction of the "hunky 
establishment" and "police pigs". 



This Division is considering the best way. to blunt 
the effectiveness Of the newspaper and the activities of 
ACTION. Bureau aurtiiority will be requested when such a plan 
is formulated . 

As the Bureau has been advised, KATHERINE DUNHAM, 
a professor at Southern Illinois Ihiiversity in E. St. Louis ^ 

111. , is a close associate of CHARLES KOEN and if not already, 
is fast becoming his "financial angel." The New Haven Division 
has confirmed that KOEN t^velled with DUNHAM ^s SIU Dance Troupe 
to Bridgeport, Conn., in Feb. 1969, and DUNHAm put EOEN into the 
program which was presented to Negro audiences there. 

DUNHAM has a history of CP and CP Front association 
during the period 1939-1948^ although no recent activity has 
been noted. She is apparently happily married to a white man.

Just how this can be used in a counterintelligence activity 
against DUNHAM has not been resolved although it is something 
which should be considered by both the St. Louis and Springfield 
Divisions. 


It is almost unknown among the Black community here 
that DUNHAM is married to a ’’hunky” and she has nOt been pub- 
lically photographed with him, to the knowledge of this division. 
Blacks who have ’’hunky” spouses are generally not held in high 
esteem by the Black militants in this area^ 4 ,

“Come in and have 
breakfast.”

And it’s something 
the government should have 
Instituted long ago. If they 
really wanted to feed kids, 
they could have done it.” 

O’Neal fingered a .30-cali- 
ber bullet hanging by a 
thong around his neck.

Negro member of the U. S. Su- 
preme court says black mili- 
tants who defy the law should be 
made to face the consequences. 

“Anarchy is anarchy,” Justice 
Thurgood Marshall said yester- 
day, “and it makes no difference 
who practices it, it is bad; it is 
punishable and it should be pun- 
ished.” 

Marshall spoke at the centen- 
inial celebration of predominant- 
ly Negro Dillard university. 

“Yon can’t use color for an cx- 
eose for not doing what yon 
^hould be doing,” he declared. 

I “Race is not an excuse for not 
Iteeping up your house properly, 
laor is race an excuse for not 
keeping your children in school, 
even though they may still be 
I segregated.” 

I Marshall said he realized that 
“so far as race problems and 
I minority rights go, the problems 
are not yet solved and I have no 
idea when they will be, but there 
has been some progress.” 

“The seeds are here,” he add- 
ed. “But nothing will be settled 
[with guns, firebombs or rocks. 
The country can’t survive if the 
perpetrators go unpunished. It’s 
that simple.”

Bureau letter 5/1/69, to Baltimore, copy to 
Kansas City, Seattle, and San Francisco, requested 
counterintelligence proposals to disrupt the national 
Black Panther Breakfast Program, and referred to 
Associated Press article dated 4/20/69, in the Washington 
Post, Washington D.C,, as to the Kansas City, Missouri, 
(KCMO) BP Chapter’s participation in that program. 


The Kansas City Office is alert to counter- 
intelligence areas mentioned in Bureau letter. 

Generally, the small Black Panther Chapter’s 
activity is image building (1) primarily as publicized 
benefactors of the poor, by feeding hungry school ^children, 
(2) less effectively, as vanguards of Black Liberation, 
protecting Negroes against police harrassment and white 
discrimination. Item (1), to date, presents some vulner- 
ability to counterintelligence action through educating 
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KC 100-12571 


and using selected Negro leaders to reveal to others 
and to publicize the concealed revolutionary character 
of the Black Panthers and various members. Item (2), 
to date, presents less vulnerability for counterintelligence 
action due to small chapter membership, inaccessibility 
to the chapter's bank account data, and some publicized 
pending local and Federal prosecutions against the chapter’s 
tight-knit leadership; prosecutions involve past possession 
of guns, rather than threats or armed violence. 

It appears that numerous Black Panther chapters 
are participating in the national Black Panther Party 
Breakfast Program, with more or less favorable publicity, 
as a recent April issue of The Black Panther newspaper, 
official publication of the National Black Panther Party, 
devoted several pages to photographs and articles on 
numerous cities where BPP chapters are participating in their 
local areas in the ’’breakfast program”. 

Counterintelligence proposals as to the Kansas 
City, Missouri, BPP chapter's ’’breakfast program” were 
made in paragraphs four and five, page two, of Kansas City 
Air Mall letter, 4/22/69, to the Bureau, duQl captioned 
as Instant letter. The Bi^reau's views on those proposals 
will be appreciated. 

Pages three, five and six of Kansas City Letterhead 
Memorandum, 4/28/69, captioned Black Panther Party, Kansas 
City Division, reflected among other things, the problem of 
countering favorable publicity, and of educating the naive, 
as well as the fact that Time Magazine may feature a favor- 
able article as to the Kansas City, Missouri's chapter's 
participation in the ’’breakfast program”. 

Paragraph one, page two, of Kansas City letter 
4/11/69, to the Bureau, captioned Counterintelligence 
Program, Black Nationalists - Hate Groups, Racial Intelli- 
gence, points up the problem of favorable counterintelligence 
action through publicity handled by news reporters who 
sensationalize questionable police tactics and who humanize

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so-called victims, such as Black Panthers, In Kansas 
City, Missouri, the Kansas City Star, leading white 
daily newspaper, and a few so-called respectable 
Negro leaders have the "soft glove" policy of keeping 
communication open with the Black Panther chapter, so 
as not to jeopardize future contacts and news releases. 

Paragraph four, page three of Kansas City 
Letterhead Memorandum 4/28/69, captioned Black Panther 
Party, Kansas City Division, reflects the concern on 
4/25/69, of three top Negro leaders in Kansas City, 
Missouri, over the delayed, difficult process of 
educating the naive and others to the concealed unpub- 
licized violent doctrines of national BPP represented by 
the local BP chapter.

The next day, a courageous editorial dated 
5/2/69, denouncing the BP, appeared on the front page of 
the Kansas City Call, weekly Negro newspaper, Kansas City^ 
Missouri, copy of which is attached for information of 
the Bureau, San Francisco, Baltimore and Seattle, The 
BP chapter's only open reaction to the editorial was a 
peaceful visit on 5/3/69, to the Kansas City Call offices 
by two Black Panthers; they were not threatening, but 
indicated future good relations with the Call might be 
jeopardized by the Calls oposition. 

In view of the Calls editorial position, and 
along the lines of previous counterintelligence recommen- 
dations (4/22/69, above) to release certain material to 
FoiA(b)(7) - (D) I it is further 

recommended that a copy of attached letter, 4/30/60, by 
FELIX (PETE) O'NEAL (present Black Panther Chapter head) 
to Mr, (NIKITA) KRUSHCHEV, then Premier of Russia, be 
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Due to national publicity, attending the 
national BPP Breakfast Program, the Bureau undoubtedly 
has considered the Inherent difficulties of a national 
counterintelligence program to counter the flood of 
BPP image seeking propoganda, by releasing documented 
public source data as to the revolutionary objectives 
of the national BPP, However, such releases by high 
authorities for local dissemination could not be 
ignored (e,g., statements by the President, the 
Attorney General, testimony of the Director), such 
as the quotes of Mr. JUSTICE THURGOOD MARSHALL in the 
Kansas City Star, 5/5/69, thought : MARSHALL in his position 
could hardly came the Black I>anthers (copy attached for 
Bureau) ,

The object of this letter is to analyze the Counter- 
intelligence Program of the Bureau' as so far practised and to 
suggest lines of procedure for the future, in an attempt to 
seek avenues of improving our efforts and results, as well as 
to comment on three suggested projects. 

(1) The Black Panther Party (BPP) 

The Department of Justice has considered the BPP as 
a violence -prone organization seeking to overthrow the govern-^ 
ment of the United States by revolutionary and violent means. 
While there seems to be little liklihood of this, the BPP has 
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stirred up Negro communities with threats of violence, and it 
reportedly has a stock-pile of weapons which cost a considerable 
sum to accumulate. The Party today is mainly composed of Negro 
youths from the streets, male and female, school truants and 
dTOp-outs, many with criminal records or tendencies, with a 
weakness for narcotics and sexual promiscuity. Violence comes 
naturally to them. The "Black Panther" newspaper features 
articles on violence, carries pictures of guns in prominent 
places, and prints revolutionary slogans. Behind this facade 
of militancy is a never-ending cry for justice for the Negro, 
job opportunities, and the familiar allusions to 400 years of 
slavery, etc. The Party in its daily work, maintains it is 
attempting to improve the lot of the Negro people. Many Negroes, 
of course, do not believe that the methods used by the BPP in 
the past are the proper ones to achieve the desired objectives. 
However, while the Negro community does not agree in the main 
with the expressed views of violence, it, along with much of 
the white community, does support such programs as the break- 
fasts for children, legal aid to arrested Negroes, etc. Their 
success in reaching the communities, both black and white, can 
be measured by the following: 

A. The weekly newspaper circulation has increased to 

o over 45,000. 

B. The local' and national news media continue to 
attend press conferences called by the BPP and 
to publish and publicize what was said there. 

For instance, "Time" magazine is sending out 
teams of prominent newscasters, such as ERIC 
SEVAREID and JOHN CHANCELLOR to interview black 
leaders for a TV special. They want to interview 
BOBBY SEALE and DAVID HILLIARD. They must cer- 
tainly know of the revolutionary position of 

the BPP, yet they are willing to give it addi- 
tional publicity. The BPP espouses the cause 
of Communist China and attacks the "revisionist 
clique" of the U.S.S.R. BOBBY SEALE and others 
of the BPP share platforms with leaders of "the 
New Left. SEALE is in demand as a speaker in 
schools and universities, both domestic and 
foreign, where he asks for and receives a fee 
of $1000 for remarks which by now seem repititious. 
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The above is mentioned to emphasize the wide-spread, 
international publicity given this group at a time when the 
membership nationally is probably less than 1000 and even more ■ 
likely to be perhaps only 500. The Panthers right now are not 
many people and perhaps also do not represent many people, as 
far as most of their actions are concerned. However, they do 
represent an idea, or a voice in the ghetto, and are often 
called upon by Negro residents, to come quell a disturbance in 
a playground or talk to someone alleging police brutality, 
even if the caller is not a BPP member. 

The above is set forth to show the following siimmary: 

A. The progreun and the complaints of the BPP are 
clearly defined in their literature and in the 
well-publicized appearances of the leaders. 

B. In spite of or possibly because of its violence- 

preaching, it has struck the notice of the United 
States and world press. > 

C. Some sort of militant organization, if not named 
the BPP, will continue to attract these same 
people. 

(2) The Role of the FBI to Counter This Particular 

Group. 

The FBI has actually few laws to use in its investigative 
efforts concerning the BPP. Most of the violations of law 
incurred by members or sympathizers are of a local nature. However, 
as a result of intensive investigative efforts, a considerable 
amount of knowledge has been accumulated by the FBI concerning 
the BPP. Therefore, it is believed that based on this knowledge, 
effective counter-intelligence methods to disorganize and disrupt 
the BPP can be devised. To date, utilizing ideas drawn from the 
past, such as publicizing the euils of violence, the lack of 
morals, the widespread use of narcotics and alcoholic beverages, 
anonymous mailings, etc,, results have not been outstanding. 

The typical black supporter bf the BPP is not disturbed by allega- 
tions which would upset a white community. The various field 
offices have used imagination and have strenuously tried to bring 
forth worthwhile ideas to assist in the project. However, most 
of the plans have been along the lines of harassment, which, while 
perhaps causing temporary distress or extra work for a BPP worker, 
have not had any lasting effects. SEALE and HILLIARD remain 
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firmly in control of the BPP structure. There have been 
serious defections and expulsions, many caused by personality 
clashes. Others arose from disciplinary action during the 
purges of January, 1969, when many criminal types were expelled. 

It is believed the personality issue will be always present and 
occurs regularly without outside inspiration. 

The various offices have been interviewing former or 
present members of the BPP. Agents attempt to show a picture 
of FBI integrity and fairness, of success against the Klan in 
the South, etc. It is believed that to have even a chance of 
success, the FBI must not be completely equated with the "pigs" 
(local police). At times a Negro will agree that the FBI is 
different; one being interviewed for the first time by the FBI 
stated he thought that the Agents had "class." It would appear 
desirable for the FBI to maintain some of this image to help 
our future relations with these people. It is, of course, agredd 
at the outset that the vast majority of Negro militants classify 
the FBI as "pigs" also, and their opinion cannot be changed. 

This leads to the recommendation that counterintelli- 
gence work should be of such a nature that it does not convey 
the impression that: 

1. It originated with or can be attributed to the FBI or 

2. The FBI is working against the aspirations of the Negro 
people. 

This would mean that nationwide mailings to addresses 
where only a nationwide organization like the FBI could have 
knowledge, should be avoided* 

Expensive mailings such as the San Diego caricatures 
are a borderline case, as at first the BPP blamed the us 
organization but later on blamed the CIA or the FBI. The cari- 
catures caused anger but had no permanent, known effect. 

Secondly, attacking programs of community interest 
such as the breakfasts for children should be avoided, since 
many prominent "humanitarians", whites as well as blacks, have 
become interested in this program and churches are actively 
supporting it. 
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Examples of successful counterintelligence were 
the publicity given the withdrawal from the bank of $30,000 by 
KATHLEEN CLEAVER, the publicity that the BPP had used funds from 
the Huey Newton Defense Fund to travel to Mexico, the expulsion 
of Deacon Alexander from the Los Angeles BPP because he was a 
member of the CPUSA, and the publicity given the "recruiting" 
of BPP members as "extras" for a filming of a Berkeley demon- 
stration. 

Emphasis should be directed to the "wrong" side of the 
BPP, violence, taking money from the "brothers", using the 
Party for personal gain, etc. 

Needless to say, the Bureau should in no way be 
responsible, and thus be blamed, for any counterintelligence 
tactic which results in death or serious injury to a member of 
the black community. 

As to the specific projects of the Bureau at this time, 
there are three which are under consideration and will be treat- 
ed herein. 

1. Breakfast For Children. This program is being pro- 
moted nationwide by the BPP (see Bureau letter, 5/1/69). It is 
not believed that this program to date lends itself to "disruption" 
at this time. The Party is very careful to maintain the "voluntary 
aspect of the donations. Complaints of pressure of unauthorized 
demands so far have been dealt with quickly by headquarters. The 
members of the BPP get up very early in the morning to prepare 

the breakfasts , they work hard at getting supplies , and there 
is no indication of misapplication of the proceeds. In the 
absence of any information to date that the program is more harmful 
then beneficial, counter measures should be very carefully con- 
sidered before being applied. It -Would= -not benefit the Bureau 
to sabotage such a program. San Francisco has interviewed a 
Catholic priest. Father 0- BOYLE, at Sacred Heart Church who is 
active in the breakfast program. Father O' BOYLE displayed sym- 
pathy for the program. Further, efforts of this nature at 
Sacred Heart Church or any other church are not recommended. 

2. A second project was proposed by Houston. This 
involved renting a Post Office Box by VIRTUAL MURRELL, and then 
sending a letter in the name of the paper demanding $500 from 
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the various chapters . This idea would arouse speculation by 
the recipients, but it is believed that they would only pick 
up the telephone and inquire as to what was going on. The 
Party uses the telephone to transact its business and the 
newspaper office regularly telephones all over the country 
asking for money. Therefore, it is believed that this plan 
would have no deleterious effect on the operation of the BPP 
or its newspaper, and its adoption is not recommended. 

3 . The third plan concerns the proposed forged ex- 
pulsion of STOKELY CARMICHAEL from the BPP. It is believed 
this idea is a good one and the following variation is sug- 
gested. Instead of writing a letter to all offices of the 
BPP announcing the expulsion, it is recommended that a letter 
from BPP headquarters signed by the leading figures be sent 
to CARMICHAEL himself at SNCC headquarters. Included in the 
expulsion would be fellow SNCC members, CHICO NEBLETT and JAMES 
FORMAN. The grounds would be cultural nationalism. It is to 
be noted that FORMAN has already resigned from the BPP, NEBLETT 
is up on charges to report to headquarters for discipline and 
CARMICHAEL is in official disfavor as a "one-time" Black Panther, 
to quote the Party newspaper. A letter limited in circulation 
would not be attributed to the FBI "pigs," and CARMICHAEL 
might accept it as a true document , even if the Party head- 
quarters were to deny sending it. 

The Bureau should note that CARMICHAEL for unknown 
reasons is still carried on the "Black Panther" masthead as 
Foreign Minister, notwithstanding the attacks on him in the 
paper. 

The type of typewriter used at BPP headquarters varies. 
Informants advise that sometimes they use personally owned 
machines, sometimes they go over to the Berkeley "Barb" to 
write on their machines. Some machines are in the homes of 
leaders or are generally scattered around. Therefore, there 
is no definite information of value to this project available. 

It is not believed that we should ask our newspaper 
contacts to print a fictitious, forged letter in the guise of 
a bona-fide document. Such tactics compromise both the Bureau 
and the newspaper. 
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In furtherance of this plan, Atlanta, Boston, New York, 
and WFO are requested to give their opinion as to the best place 
to address a letter to the above three and if, in their opinion, 
the letter should be to all three collectively or separately. 
Since all three are "cultural nationalists" and SNCC is "out" 
with . the BPP, it would seem that treating them together might 
be the best procedure. 

The San Francisco Office is currently attempting to 
secure a BPP letterhead for use in this project. 

•San Francisco is withholding submission of the draft 
letter of expulsion pending a decision on the above suggestion.

You point out that the activities of the BPP have 
reached the black and white communities as evidenced by their 
weekly newspaper which has reached a circulation of 45,000. 

You have previously been instructed to review your files 
concerning this newspaper to determine whether we could disrupt - 
the mailings of the publication.

You state that local and national newspapers continue 
to phblicize information concerning the BPF, This fact automatically 
lends itself tovrard mass media disseminations to capitalize on this 
eagerness and to isolate the organization from the majority of 
Americans, both black and vhits. The dissemination of mass media 
information to selected and trusted nex/spapermen , pointing out the 
violent and dangerous nature of a group, has contributed 
measurably to the decline of the Ku Klux Klan in the United States. 
Newspapers will print derogatory information much easier than 
they will print commendatory information, especially if the 
organization is by its nature violence-prone. For your information, 
the San Diego Office has waged an effective CIP against the BPP 
X'/hich has measurably resulted in declining activities and 
considerable disruption.

You have obviously missed the point. The BPP is not engaged 
in the "Breakfast for Children" program for humanitarian 
reasons. This program was formed by the BPP .for obvious 
reasons, including their efforts to create an image of civility, 
assume community control of Negroes, and to fill adolescent 
children vyith their insidious poison. An example of this is 
set forth in the May 11, 1969, issue of "The Black Panther.'." 

Page seven contains an article captioned "Black Panther 
Revolutionary Wedding." The article points out that two members 
of the Panthers v;ere married at a church in Oakland, California, 
which is participating in the Breakfast Program. The crowd 
consisted mostly of Panther members and children from the 
Breakfast Program. Instead of a Bible, Bobby Seale used the 
"Red Book Quotations from Chairman Mao Tse-tung" to perform 
the marriage. After the ceremony, the children sang "We Want 
a Pork Chop Off the Pig." 

The CIP in the San Francisco Office must be re- 
evaluated, During the reevaluation, give thorough consideration 
to the adequacy of the personnel assigned. Insure that you are 
• utilizing the best personnel available in this program. Advise 
the Bur.eau of the results of your reevaluation by June 9, 1959. 

Referenced airtel mentions several specific CIP 
proposals now pending.

Specific counterintelligence proposals approved 
by the Bureau and effected are as follows: 

I. On 2 / 25 / 69 ^ authority was granted to advise 
sources in the Baltimore County Department of Education and 
Baltimore County Police Bureau regarding proposed appearance 
and speech of WARREN HART at Woodlawn High School. 

On 3/3/69, the BPP appeared at Woodlawn High School 
and were met by Baltimore County Police who escorted them to 
the Vice Principal's office. The Panthers refused to identify 
who invited them to the school whereupon they were advised 
that they were trespassing and subject to arrest. The panthers 
left the area.

been officially announced that MELVIN NENTON, a member of 
the BPP and the brother of HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of 
Defense, has been kicked out of the BPP and that HUEY P. 

NEWTON Is possibly going to be kicked out of the PEirty In 
the near future. It Is recommended that anonymous letters be 
sent to HUEY P. NEWTON In Jail to the effect that the Party 
leadership Is using funds raised for the Huey P. Newton 
Defense Fund for the selfish means of the high-ranking 
BPP leadership. It could also be mentioned that the orders 
that HUEY has been disseminating from his prison headquarters 
are being distorted to meet the desires of the present 
leadership. 

F0iA(b)(7) - (D) [ also advised that EIDRIDGE CLEAVER, 
Minister of Information or- the BPP, has grown disenchanted 
with the BPP leadership and the running of the Party and Is 
soon to return to the United States and Join a group of ousted 
members of the BPP and start a new organization.

Baltimore recommends that anonymous letters 
be mailed to Huey P. Newton indicating that Black Panther 
Party funds are being used for personal reasons. Anonymous 
communications are difficult to manage when being mailed to 
a jail as in this matter. This is due to the fact that most 
jail officials will forward mail only from specific mailers. 
Baltimore should review files and otherwise consider 
recommending of specific counterintelligence proposals in 
an effort to accomplish the same purpose. 


Referenced communication pointed out that Eldridge 
Cleaver has grown disenchanted with the BPP and is considering 
a return to the United States for the purpose of starting a 
new group.

Periodic checks In the vicinity of Black Panther 
Party (BPP) headquarters at 1209 N. Eden Street, during the 
months of September and October, reflects that the BPP was 
not using their record player for the purpose of broadcasting 
in the nel^borhood. 

On 9 / 24 / 69 , JOHN LEONARD CLARK, Acting Captain 
of the Baltimore OTP, was arrested by local police and turned 
over to the FBI in a Federal warrant issued in California 
charging subject with UFAP - Burglary. CLARK remains 
incarcerated at this time. 


The arrest of CL/U^ left the BPP without leadership 
in the Baltimore area. 

It Is felt at this time that with the BPP being 
without leadership and the coming of cold weather, the 
possibility exists that the Baltimore Chapter may be running 
low on money. If this is the case it is possible that their 
utilities bills may go unpaid. 

It is, therefore, recommended that a discreet . j, 
contact be made at the Baltimore Gas and Electric Company' ' 
to determine the status of the BPP account. 

If it is found to be unpaid and the company were to 
turn the utilities off, this could have the effect of Splitting 
the chapter by not having a central meeting place.

In the event WFO has such a source in the media 
field, it is suggested that they make a specific suggestion 
for arranging an interview by a nationally known commentator 
from Washingrton who would be able and willing to attempt to 
obtain the results set forth in WFO airtel.

Portion of column deals with proposal that xmion 
members refuse to handle shipments of BPP newspapers. 

Obviously if such a boycott gains national support it will 
result in effectively cutting off BPP propaganda and finances ; 
therefore, it is most desirable this proposal be brought to 
attention of members and officials of unions such as Teamsters 
and others involved in handling of shipments of BPP newspapers. 
These shipments are generally by air freight. The column also 
deals with repeated calls for murder of police that appear in 
BPP paper; therefore, it would also be desirable to bring 
boycott proposal to attention of members and officials of police 
associations who might be in position to encourage boycott. 

Each office anonymously mail copies of enclosed 
to officials of appropriate unions, police organizations or 
other individuals within Its territory who could encourage 
such a boycott. Use commercially purchased envelopes and take 
appropriate measures to insure mailing cannot be traced to 
Bureau, Make no dissemination of this column other than 
anonymously .

Wnai Is the Black Panther 
Party doing to its Black com- 
munity?

On September 25, 1970, Huey 
P. Newton was Invited by Pro- 
ject Awareness to speak at Ho- 
ward University for $1000.00. 
This was agreed upon and later 
rejected alter tHfe Black Pan- 
ther Party de<%ed that Howard 
University could afford more. It 
would seem that Huey P, Newton 
would want to come and speak 
to the D.C. community for free. 
If a leader has Informatlcm and 
a program for his people to 
ad(^, why Is It that the pe< 9 le 
should have to pay for It. This 
has never happened in the his- 
tory of any revolutionary coun- 
try. 

On November 15, 1970, mem- 
bers of the Panther Organiza- 
tion In D.C. were asked to speak 
at Meridian Hill. Five minutes 
before they were scheduled to 
speak, a Panther member came 
and Informed the residents that 
there were orders from National 
Headquarters that no one was to 
leave the Panther office, there- 
fore no (me could come to speak. 
If no one was suppc^u to leave 
the offic e why did tlwv comA and 
tell us that? Why didn’t they 
call us? Do the Panthers think 
Black pe( 9 le are fools? 


November 20, 1970, Huey P. 
Newton was scheduled by the 
Sophmore Class of Liberal Arts 
to speek at Howard. Six days 
before he was to speak, the 
coordinator (Raymond Johnson) 
recleved a call which Informed 
him of the fact that the Soph- 
more Class had to move his 
speaking time up from 8:00 P.M, 
to 1:00 P.M. He was told that 
Huey P. Newton had to speak 
at 8:00 in Virginia. It Is now 
said that he spoke at a White 
university. Did Huey P. Newton 
put a Black University second 
to a white one? Four days before 
he was to speak the coordina- 
tor ccmtacted the Black Pan- 
ther Party Headciuarters. He was 
then told that Huev Newton’s 
^making oigagement was can- 
celled. The reason being that, 
they got the Impression from a 
Howard studoit that IfHuey.Nf v- 
ton came, no (xie would' come to 
see him (the admission was free), 
and that Howard University could 
not afford the $500.00 lumoraiium 
to pay him. The c(x>rdlnator then 
asked them to re-schedule It. 
Later, the oplnlaa of Sc^hmore 
Class offlclers and other stu- 
dent leaders was to cancel It. 

The coordinator was later told 
by a Panther that the $500.00 
for Huey was "not shit,” and 
that Georgetown University was 
paying him $2500.00. We would 
guess that they had forgottoi that 
Howard was premitUng them to 
hold their convoitlon here for 


$7,377.98 (They would have to pay 
the D.C Armory $10,000.00 a 
day). For that low cost Huey 
should have sp(^en here for free. 

The Black Panther Party 
wanted us to pay the seven thou- 
sand dollars for their convention. 
Federal Laws states that federal 
funded school cannot fund poli- 
tical activities. The Panthers 
Know this. Are the Panthers u. 
ing Howard University as an 
issue to explode upon, (uily to 
gain recognttl(» of their party? 
Is this unity? 

The Black Panther Party has 
constantly attacked Howard Uni- 
versity its students ' aiid Black 
Leaders. As Stockley, Howard 
has never attacked the Panther 
Party. Attacking in this manner 
would only divide Black People. 
This is a fatal step for any 
revolutionist. 

Why won’t the Panthers explain 
to the people their coUltlon with 
SDS, their reasons for support- 
ing the Gay Liberation, and Wo- 
man’s Llberatian movement? 

Whra the Panthers hold a ccm- 
ventlon, why do more whites 
show up than Blacks?
